into the luggage car of the train step­ 
ped out between the tracks to get a 
better view, in the meantime the en ­ 
gine had uncoupled from the head 
end and came down the side track to 
couple onto the other end and the 
boy was so in terested in the scenery 
that he did not notice that he was 
stan din g so close to the tracks the lo­ 
comotive was on, and the pilot pro­ 
jected just the right distance to hit 
him in fron t of the right ear. 
The wound is not serious although 
nad the locomotive been run n in g at 
full speed, his head would have been 
mashed into pulp.

pots unless they accompany them.

Assistant Food 
Commissioner It. 
A. Patterson spoke for two hours an d 
a half and he had a mesage to de­ 
liver. 
He began by telling what the 
inspectors found out about the milk 
supply in Galesburg, 
“ it only hap­ 
pened to be water there,” said Mr. 
Patterson. 
“One fellow said, ‘Now 
y ou know i have a large barn with a 
roof projectin g over the sides, and 
it happened that I placed my milk 
cans so th a t some water accidentally 
dripped in to the cans when it rain ­ 
ed.’ I simply told him he would have 
to move his cans further out of the 
way and that he would have to pay 
a fine just the same. 
Perfectly hon ­ 
est fellow, don ’t y ou kn ow,” said the 
commissioner. 
After 
the milk fellows had 
paid 
their fines the inspector got samples 
from grocers of what they labeled 
pure 
apple cider vinegar, 
which, 
when analized. proved to he color­ 
ed distilled vinegar. 
Suits were in ­ 
stituted again st each an d every man. 
In Bloomington, Decatur, Monmouth, 
Freeport, 
Alton and other 
places 
fines were collected for adulteratin g 
milk with formaIdehhy de. 
The state 
of Illinois does not give us the power 
to walk right into the m an ufacturers, 
and they are the ones who impose 
upon the grocery men. 
He display ed some sample candies 
which contained coal ta r dy e, used 
as coloring. 
He recalled the case at 
Paua, where a child had died from 
eating such candy , and told of the 
investigations 
made 
there by the 
commission. 
He told of the exposi­ 
tion of an Italian who labeled a can 
to be pure olive oil. 
W hen analized 
it was cottonseed solely , and the fel­ 
low paid $50 and costs. 
“The pure food q uestion is in its 
infancy . 
The time will come when 
it w'ill be a param oun t issue, and w e 
will have a national law' that will 
send the offenders to the pen iten ti­ 
ary , where they should go,” declar­ 
ed Mr. Patterson . 
Natio nal President Speaks. 


President John A. Green, of the 
National association, made a very 
stron g address. 
Some of his points 
were: 
“ Premiums? We propose to keep 
after them un til the practice is done 
away 
with 
forever. 
Resolutions 
should be passed and lived up to 
against premiums by every local asso­ 
ciation in the country . 
“ In a food law we w an t a measure 
that no food shall be sold save under
